A final Office Action in the case was mailed on January 2, 2003. Applicant filed a 
response to the Office Action on February 26, 2003. Thereafter, Applicant received an Advisory 
Action, dated March 28, 2003, notifying him that the proposed amendments set forth in his 
response of February 26, 2003, would not be entered. It was at this point that the mistake in 
docketing the time period for filing the Notice of Appeal occurred. The time period for filing the 
Notice of Appeal was inadvertently calculated based on the date of the Advisory Action, rather 
than the date of the final Office Action. The mistake is reflected in Applicant's Request for a One 
Month Extension of Time (a copy of which is enclosed herewith), wherein the date of the final 
Office Action is denoted as being March 28, 2003, which is actually the date of the Advisory 
Action. 

Based on the mistaken belief that the time period for filing the Notice of Appeal 
commenced on March 28, 2003, Applicant filed his Notice of Appeal on July 24, 2003, along with 
a request for a one month extension of time and the corresponding extension of time fee.
